The Committee On Brains 


T)ERHAPS no activity of the League of Nations is a more 
1 
fascinating field for speculation than the "Intellectual Com- 


mittee" which held its first meeting Tuesday at Geneva. The 
league has collected an even dozen scientists from all parts of 
the globe and all of them showed up except Einstein of Ger- 
many. America is represented by George Ellery Hale, director 
of the Mount Wilson Observatory. Two of the dozen are 
ladies — Mme Curie of Paris and Mile. Bonnevie of Norway. 
Professor Bergson was elected president of the committee, and 
Gilbert Murray of England vice-prcsidonl. 


That there is need for intcrntaional co-operation among 


scientists every one knows. There is today a deplorable lack 
of facilities for letting research workers in 'one continent know 
what is being done by their brothers somewhere else. An in- 
finite amount of wearisome labor could be avoided if each man 
could start where the other man leaves off. International con- 
tacts would also be Uvsed in putting personal relationships on a 
sound basis. 
If they had been properly established prior to 


Aug. 1, 1914, we might have been spared the pitiable spectacle' 
of groups of eminent men in several of the belligerent countries! 
(most of all in Germany) making faces at one another and 
issuing solemn manifestos decrying the science, art, and human- 
ity of the enemy. 


In spite of all this, most persons will be instinctively skep- 


tical of the results to be expected from this fine new committee 
of the League of Nations. The legend is that a person of great 
scientific attainments in one line must be a good deal of a fool 
in practical matter?. From Dean Swift's absurd philosophers. 
who constantly required to be brot back from clay dreams by a 
light thump with an air-filled bladder, to Fontaine Fox's "Ab- 
sent-Minded Professor" we have accustomed ourselves to the 
theory that extension of one faculty is accompanied by the 
Atrophy of most of the others. The League of Nations commit- 
tee has at least the chance to prove the old canard false.

How to Win Relief 


From the Not-Uncommon Itch 


By ROYAL S. COPELAND, M. D.

OME conditions arc so Infrequently met in the ex- 
perience of many physicians that it is natural for 
them to consider such diseases as rare and 


negligible. I confess this was my impression regarding 
tho itch. 


Within the past two months, however, I have had 


at least a score of letters asking for an article on the 
subject. Some of these correspondents refer to dozens 
of cases among their friends and acquaintances. 
Ap- 


parently the itch is a widespread and too common ail 
rnent, 


The itch differs from most diseases in that it is 


not due to some systematic disturbance or internal in-

fection. It is a result of a parasitic attack against tho surface of the 
body.

There will be 
observed a lot of elevations, and under- 
lying each of these Is a little tunnel. 
Here the Insect remains for a couple of 
months, laying an egg or two every day. 
These hatch out. rind the little ones es- 
cape from the tunnel. In due time all 
the fnmales burrow In. and the process 
!s repeated.

many weeks.

Th»n put on pajamas, socks and cot- 


ton gloves, and stay In them for twenty- 
lour hours. 


Hepent this procedure every day for 


three days If tho time can be spent. 
Otherwise do It every night for three or 
four nights. 
If there Is any irritation 


from the sulphur, a weak tar solution 
may be Applied afterward. A half-tea- 
M-oonful to nn ounce Is about right. 


In the meantime thc bed clothes, the 


underwear and all thc rest of the gar- 
ments which will not be injured should 
be thoroughly boiled. 
Rarely do the 


outside carmonta or the mattress of the 
bed become Infected. Exposure to the 
feunllght for six or eight hours will pnrl- 
fy them. If there Is any doubt In your 
mind about tho general 
disinfection, 


burn a sulphur candle- In the closed 
room with these articles, but b« very 
careful not to inhalo any of the fumeo 
yourself.
